Death of the Foonder of Notre Dame 
Aoademy aid a Bemarkable 
Woman. 


March 4.—Mother An- 
gela, one of • the most widely known 
woman in this country, died this morn- 
ing at St. Mary's academy, wliich she 
onnded in 1850 at Notre Dame. 


Mother Angela was the niece of Thos. 
Ewing, secretary of state under Presi- 
dent Harrisoq, and was educated with 
her sister, now the wife of General 
Sherman, at Georgetown convent. She 
was a first cousin of James G. Blaine, 
both being bora in the same hQUse in 
Brownsville, Pa., and passing 
their

Daring her Waahington^lile, Mother 
Angola, then Miss ElvaOOUspie, was a 
much courted belle, nofeed for her learn- 
ing and wit. 
W h ^ ftiNBtyHrix yean 
old she left society aijljoihied Reorder 


her administration it became one of the 
most noted educational institutions in 
the country. 
In 1870 she became 
mother superior of the order for the 
United States. 
During the war ehe 
devoted most of her time to establishing 
hospitals and overseeing the care of sick 
and wounded soldiers. 
As mother supe- 
rior she founded a number of female 
academies throughout the United States. 


ST. MAR^CHÜRCH. 


A Description of the 6reat Church in 
Tenice, the Most Perfect Work 
of Architecture. 


a Kiiow of nothing in all the world, 
unless it be an autumn sunrise through 
valley mists, that is so bewildering in its 
effect as is this 
marvelous 
creation. 
That it is the most fascinating and en- 
chanting work is confessed by all who 
have ever come within its influence: but, 
further, I believe it to be the most per- 
fect and consummate work of architect- 
ure in the world. 
This may be said hur- 
riedly and thoughtlessly, or ignorantly, 
or vainly, but after long study, which 
serves only to disclose some hitherto un- 
expected 
beauty, I cannot 
name 
any 
building 
in England, France, Italy or 
Germany wiiich can remotely be com- 
pared with it for pex-fect imion of all the 
powers possible to. architecture. 


And 
now 
let 
us enter the 
church 
through the central porch—a kingly por- 
tal, indeed, fit for tlie centi-al fact of tlie 
city that once was the central fact of the 
world, and remains even now its loveliest 
and most precious treasiire. 
On either 
side rise wide ranges of slender shafts, 
serpentine and alabaster, and pure Greek 
marble and verd antique, each with its 
varied capital of 
intricate design. 
A 
double tier on either hand, from the top 
whereof springs the vast circling archi- 
volt of most exquisite tracery. Tliere the 
forest of columns closes closer and the 
arches sink lower, leaving above a vast 
field where once glowed the golden mo- 
saic of the "Resurrection;" then, last of 
all, the liner, clear 
lines of the archi- 
trave, and so we pass beneath and stand 
within the atrium, that, in a series of 
low, vaulted^lomes, follows two sides of 
the basilica. 
A wonderful place even 
this, with 
precious columns of 
finest 
stone ranged everywhere along tlie wall, 
covei-ed now with soft gray blot)m, like 
a fresh grape, but 
polished 
here and 
there 
so 
that the 
exquisite 
reining 
shows in all its beauty. 
A long gray 
corridor this, that follows far around to 
the transept door beyond. 


This is only the prelude to what is be- 
yond. 
Lift the curtain of one of the side 
doors and go within. 
After the pearly 
light of the atrium all that one sees at 
first is a golden gloom, in the depth of 
which we stand. 
Shadowy shafts rise 
about us, and beyond them lies a great 
space of .soft, golden light, not bright and 
clear, but low and solemn. 
Beside us a 
vast wide wall of poli.shed marble of the 
color of incense smoke, warped into bend- 
ing lines, 
lifts 
itself 
clear 
from 
the 
rugged mosaic beneath our feet; and as 
it rises the precious marble gives panels 
here and there of solemn saints and 
winged angels, shadowy in color, with 
dull gold gleaming behind thenn. Higher 
and higher reaches the field of stone, 
and changes now to vast, vague mosaics 
in strange de.sign and mystic symbolism. 
Higher still, and long lines of soft light 
strike through high windows, and then 
far above comes the vast arch of a golden 
vault where still are figures and designs 
in endless measure. 
Down far below the 
shadows thicken and dark pillars and 
arches rise close, circle above circ le, and 
through them one sees dimly how the 
shadows gather closer again and shape 
themselves into the indistinct form of a 
chapel, where slender shafts with fretted 
capitals, delicate statues-of saints and 
screens of varied marble rise over the 
still deeper shadow beyond, where only 
is seen the flickering flame in brazen 
lamps and the dim glory of a golden 
aureole. 
And 
always 
through 
these 
gathered shadows glows here and there 
the golden liglit in some domelike vault 
or strikes a pencil of trembling rays from 
an unseen window. 
Yet all seems very 
small, with little space. 


Let us walk toward the light in the 
chapel beyond; 
over the heaving floor 
of shattered mosaic we advance slowly as 
the shadow opens for us a®d closes be- 
hind. 
Shaft and pier and circling arch 
and inlaid vault fall always into new 
arrangements of perfect light and shade, 
and the eye lingers with loving delight 
on the carven marble of a thousand colors 
that sheatlies the wall in every varying 
beauty. 
And now we stand among the 
vast piers of marble, four square, soft 
rosy brown in color, rising from bases of 
crimson 
marble, 
joined 
above 
with 
golden 
arches 
and 
lost 
above 
in 
gloom, where they bear the domes as yet 
unseen. 
Turn to the right, down the 
transept isle, into the deeper darkness, 
toward the strange 
Arabian 
doorway, 
where the red lamp burns continuously; 
then step out into the ivide space of the 
transept, 
and without looking up, as 
yet, walk to the further aisle and sit 
down on the marble seat that stretches 
along the transept wall, and then raise 
your eyes slowly. 


All the closeness of the shafts and piers 
is gone, "and there opens before us a 
vast cave, hewn out into the form of a 
cross, and divided into shadowy aisles 
by many pillars. 
Round the domes of its 
roof the light enters only through nar- 
row apertures, like large stars, and here 
and there a ray or two from some far 
away casement wanders into the dark- 
ness and casts 
a narrow, 
phosphoric 
stream upon the waves of marble that 
heave and fall in a thousand colors along 
the floor." 


Below is all strange shadow and in- 
distinctness, 
whereupon 
the 
marble 
shafts seem to gather themselves 
into 
being like transmuted columns of purple 
incense, rising in slowly growing strength 
and clearness in the upper aii-, spreading 
into fair walls of polished alabaster that 
break and curve into vast and wonderful 
arches. 
And so upward, where seems 
sunlight forever, for the walls glow 
now with broken gold, and arch 
and 
vault flasli back swift gleams of Are or 
gather in 
heavy gloom of 
luminous 
shadow. 
And everywhere a wonder of 
mystic images on wall and arch and 
vault, higher and higher yet, until the 
paired waUs bend to each other and join 
in circling arches of sheeted gold, and 
lift atrlast and over all into one magical 
sequence of circling dolhes, sheathed 
with splendid gold, and charged with 
solemn ftgures of saints and angels, and 
of good and evil» and over aU

DI;. BENJ.'^MJN W. RICHARDSON, the 
well-known I.ondon physician, calls 
attention to the peculiar periodicity of 
delirium tremens in Great Britain.

ging thought an angel, witli long, yel- 
low hair iloating in tl»e wi»il, appeared, 
pulling vigorously to their ship's side 
through the storm and drift; but he 
very rarely hj>oke of it. 
He, however, 
had enough of tho sea, and for twenty- 
six years afterward he drovii a locomo- 
tive (m the I^ilinburgh and Glasgow 
Railroad. 
He was 71 years old and in 
the emi^loyment i>f an oil crmipany 
when he died. 


AN attem})t has been made in the 
Maternity Hospital, Glasgow, to raise 
babies in a queer way. 
Triplets were 
born there prematurely six and a half 
months old.

me and the cause of honest journalism, by 
a pretended sermon that is going 'the 
ronnds of hundreds of papers with my 
name appended—a sermon entitled "Frauds 
Detected;" text. Numbers xxxii., 23: "But 
if ye will not do so, behold ye have sinned 
agiii.nst the Lord; and be sure your sin will 
find you out." Not one sentence of that 
pretended sermon did I preach. 
If this 
were the only offense of the kind I would 
not speak of it. 
Such a fraud is not only 
a wrong to me, but to the gentlemen who 
at these tables. Sabbath by Sabbath, take 
accurate report of what is said and done 
and is a gross wrong to the 2,(i0(( newspa- 
pers which give every week mj* sermon in 
iull to their readers, and often at great ex- 
E 
ense to themselves. 
The only fault 


ave to find with the newspaper press of 
this country is that they treat me too well 
But I cannot be made responsible for en- 
tire sermons, not one word of which did 
preach. 
But now 1 turn from personal ex-

cutions of lite come in a freshet? If in the 
land of peace wherein thou trusted they 
wearied thee, then how wilt tliou do in the 
swelling of Jordan? 


1 propose, if God will help me, in a very 
practicó way to ask—if it is such a difficult 
thing to get along without the religion of 
Jesus Christ, when things are compara- 
tively smooth, what will we do without 
Christ amid the overpouring misforiuues 
and disasters of life that may come upon 
UB? If troubles, tlow as footmen, sm^ass 
us, what will we do when they take the 
feet of horses? and if now in our lifetime 
we are beaten back and submerged of sor- 
rows because we have not the religion of 
Jesus to comfort us, wh.it will we do when 
we stand in death, and we feel all around 
about us "the swelling of Jordan?" 
The 
fact that you have come here, my brother, 
my sister, shows that you have some things 
on believe in common with myself. 
You 
»elieve that there is a God. 
There is not 
an atheist in all this bouse. 
I do not be- 
lieve there ever was a real atheist in all the 
world. 
Napoleon was oa» a ship's deck 
bound for Egypt. 
It was a bright, starry 
night, and as he paced the deck, thinking 
ot the great affairs of the State and of 
battle, he heard two men on the deck in 
conversation about God, one saying there 
was a God and the other s a y i n t h e r e was 
none. 
Napoleon stopped aud looked up at 
the starry heuvens, and then he turned 
to these men in conversation and said: 
"Gentlemen, I Leard one of you say there 
is no God. 
If there is no God, will you 
please to tell me who made a l that?" Aye 
if you had not been persuaded of it be- 
fore, you are persuaded of it now; lor the 
shining heavens decLire the glory of God 
and thè earth shows his handiwork. ^ But 
you believe more than that; you believe 
that there was a Jesus; you believe that 
there was a cross; you believe that you 
have an immortal sotil; you believe that it 
must be regenerated by the spirit of God, 
or you can never dwell in bliss eternal.

believe it is important to have the religion 
of Jesus Christ every day of our life to 
smooth our tempers and purify our minds, 
and hold us imperturba))le amid all the an- 
noyance and vexations of life. 
You and I 
have seen so many men trampled down 
by misfortune becaiise they had no faith 
in Jesus, and you say to yourself: "If they 
were so easily overcome by the trials of 
life, what will it be when greater misfor- 
tunes odme upon 
them—heart-breaking 
calamities, tremendous griefs?" 
Oh, if we 
have no God to comfort us when our for- 
tune goes, and we look upou the grave of 
our children, and our houses are desolate, 
what will become of us? 
^Vhat a sad thing 
it is to see men all unhelped of God, going 
out to fight giants of trouble; no closet of 
prayer in which to retreat, no promise of 
mercy to soothe Üie soul, no roek of refuge 
in which to hide from the blast. 
Oh, 
when the swift coursers of trouble 
are 
brought up, champing and pahting for the 
race, and the reins are thrown upon their 
necks, and the lathered flanks at every 
spring feel the stroke of the lash, what can 
we do on foot with them? 
If, having run 
with the footmen, they wearied us, how 
can we contend with horses? 


We have all yielded to temptation. 
We 
have been surprised afterward that so small 
an inducement could have decoyed us from 
the right. 
How insignificant a temptation 
has sometimes captured our soul! And if 
that is so, my dear brother, what will it 
be when we come to stand in the presence 
of temptation that prostrated a David, and 
Moses, and a Peter, and some of the 
mightiest men in all God's kingdom? 
Now 
we are honest; but suppose we were placed 
in some path of life, as many of God's 
children have been, where all the forces of 
earth and hell combine to capture the soul? 
Without Jesus we would go down under it. 
If already we have beeu beaten by insig- 
niticant footmen, we would be distanced 
10,000 leagues by the horses. 
Ah, I don't 
like to hear a mnn say: "I could not com- 
mit such a sin as that. 
I can't understand 
how a man could be carried away like that." 
You don't 
know what 
you 
could 
do 
if the grace of God lets you. 
You know 
what John Bnnyan said when he saw a 
man staggering along the street, thoroughly 
embruted in his habits. 
He said: 
"There 
goes John Bunyan, but for the grace of 
God." 
1 can sav when I see one utterlv 
fallen: 
"there Roes De Witt Talmage. but 
for the grace of God!" If we have been

delivered from temptation it is because the 
strong arm of the liord Almighty has been 
about us, and not because we were any bet- 
ter than they.

MARKET OF MEXICO. 


S U N D A Y

The 
Gatliering at the 
Market 
Place. 
What May be Bought There—The £at> 
ing Stands—Lepers and 
Beggars—Va- 
rious Strange Sights. 
Sunday in place of being a day of rest 
Is the chief working day in the week in 
all the markets of the republic. 
Indeed 
it is said that the beasts of burden know 
when Sunday comes by the extra amount 
of work required of them. Then it is the 
haciendado starts his droves and brings 
his various products from the distant 
ranches so as to reach the Sunday market. 
The scene on Sunday morning on the 
highways leading into the city is enliven- 
ing. 


Hundreds of pack mules and burros, 
loaded with hay, com,wood, cliarcoal and 
butchers' supplies are hurried on by the 
peon muleteros. 
There axe long trains of 
cumbersome, two wheeled carts fitted with 
vats for pulque and others with goat skins 
of pulque. The ranchero is bringing up 
the rear. He is mounted on a fine horse 
and carries a lasso, sword and pistol by 
his side, and usually wears a pair of fancy 
leather pantaloons with a couple of rows 
of silver buckles on the seam from the 
pockets to the shoe tops. Then along the 
pathway on either side of the road we see 
many Indians and inestizos, or hidf 
breeds, hurrying on in a jog trot under 
loads of fruit, vegetables, earthenware, 
bullrush mats, baskets of eggs, butter, 
clabber cheese and coops of chickens, etc. 


Others are leading haltered pigs, lambs, 
goats and cows. The women are usually 
shoeless and hatless, and in addition to 
their burden of produce most of them 
carry a baby on top of the load. 
Whole 
families plod on in this style for fifty or 
seventy-five miles with a load of produce 
that will not sell for more than $3 or |4, 
most of which they will spend for pulque 
and mescal before they leave the city, yet 
they will return home after a week's trip 
just as happy as if they had laid up the 
whole amount for old age. 


SIGHTS IN THE MARKETS. 
The articles seen in the market I will 
here give as they were written down dur- 
ing a recent Sunday morning visit. One 
department is under cover and is filled 
with assorted fruits, including oranges, 
lemons, limes, pineapples, pears, peaches, 
plums, bananas, quinces, alligator pears, 
cocoanuts and many other tropical fruits, 
most of which, owing to the high market 
tax and costly transportation, sell at about 
New York prices. The streets and side- 
walks in the vicinity are lined with men, 
women and children, who are seated on 
the ground surrounded by their market 
products, which include, beside the ordi- 
nary vegetable market products, parrots, 
pigeons, unweaned puppies, game chick- 
ens, pet lambs, haltered pigs and kids. 
Then there are heaps of old iron, bird 
cages, cheap calico, brass jewelry, boiled 
com, potatoes, stewed pumpkins, beans, 
pepper, cooked and raw pig's feet, sheep 
heads, hearts, lights and entrails. 
There 
arc also flints and tinder for starting fires, 
metal mounted stone for grinding corn, 
roots, bark and medical herbs and dye 
woods. 


Close by we see fried shrimps and gi-ass- 
hoppcrs: oacli are cooked whole and eaten 
80. The latter are about the size of our 
common gras-shopper, but are entirely 
red, but as to looks I would just as soon 
try to go the common "hopper" of the 
north. Besides these the natives gather 
the eggs of the swamp fly and boil them 
into a pa.ste and eat them \\ith salt, chili 
(pepper) and tortillas. The fly and its 
eggs are each sold in the market. The 
former is somewhat smaller than the 
house fly, while the eggs are about the 
size and color of a hay seed. In fact 
everything is eaten here that the human 
stomach will digest or anything that is 
capable of being converted into soup. 


A JIOTLET MIXTURE. 
Passing on we see women selling flow- 
ers, incense, gum, cane and com stalks, 
cigarettes, cigar stumps^ pulque, stale 
bread, bullrush mats, second hand comb», 
and tooth brushes, Aztec images of gods, 
sacred images and pictui'es, hot soup, ice 
cream, toy coffins, candy skulls, prayer 
books , wax images, hairless bluish poodle 
dogs, Jakes made for the dead, also others 
made in the form of the crucifix, the 
Virgin, saints and angels. 


Among this motley mixture there are to 
be seen babies half naked and babies com- 
pletely naked running at large. In fact 
numerous entire families of Mexican citi- 
zens come and spend all day in the mar- 
ket place. This is their home and they 
usually bring all their domestic animals 
along. The market presents a continued 
babble, as every vender keeps up a con- 
stant cry, which he gives in Spanish 
and sometimes in the Aztec or native 
Indian dialect, the kind, quality and price 
of all he has to sell. 


Each stand has a pole about eight feet 
high, upon the top of which there is a flat 
framework covered with a bullrush mat. 
This is the only protection from sun and 
rain, and under such shelter we find the 
hash and soup stands. In these popular 
eating stands every article of food that 
will not scald or bum is dished out by 
hand; for other things they use large 
wooden and brass spoons. While not 
otherwise engaged these women are hunt- 
ing fleas among their poodle dogs and 
puppies and combing the children's heads 
for what they seldom fail to find. 


Then there are scores of lepers and beg- 
gars sleeping and lounging about gather- 
ing the vermin from their filthy rags. 
Some of them are playing lame while 
others are covered with sores which they 
pointedly exhibit, but more often in place 
of sores are layers of acquired filth. Thus 
with as few rags as the law will permit 
and as much filth as they can live under 
these beggars crowd the market place, 
confront every class of visitors and expect 
to be paid forth exhibition they present. 
There are a'&o many other phases of life 
among the lowly commoa sights every 
day, but for the sake of propriety and 
decency are not spoken of.—Mexico Cor. 
Detroit Free Press.

Tiie ranchero is bringing np 
tlio rtur. lie ia mounted on n lino liorse 
nnd carries n lasso, sword nnil jristul !>y 
liia aide, and iisnalty wears ft pair of fancy 
leather pfmtitlnons with n couple ot rows 
of silver buckles on the scum from the 
pockets to the shoo tops. Then along the 
pathway on either side of the road wo ceo 
mitny Indians and inestizoa, or half 
breeds, hurrying onlunjog trot nnder 
loads of fruit, vegetables, earthenware, 
LnllniFh mate, baskets of eptts, butter, 
clubber cheese aud coops of chickens, etc.

Thus 
with ns few rags as tlio law will permit 
and as much filth as they can live under 
these beggars crowd tho market place, 
confront every clnssof visitors and expect 
to be paid forth exhibiiion they jire-seut. 
There are a'io many other phones ot life 
among the lowly common- bights every 
day, but for the sake of propriety mid 
decency nr« not spoken of-—Mexico Cor.
